' B’nai B'rith executive vice- 
president Daniel Thurz told Post cor- 
respondent Wolf BUtzer that there 
had been no demands concerning 
Israel, Jews or Prime Minister 
Rabin's visit to Washington J 

Thurz said between 100 and 130 
employees were being held hostage, 
and that about 20 non-Jewlsh 
employees had been released. @e 
said one hostage had suffered a 
heart attack. A B'nai B'rlth 
watchman with gunshot wounds was 
released from the building and was 
in critical condition, he said. 

At B'nai B'rlth, seven blocks north 
of the White House between 100 and 
130 hostages were held by riflemen, 
two with automatic weapons. Five 
wounded men escaped there and at 
least three more were reported In- 
side the building. 

The English news department at 
Israel Radio, which was in phone 
contact with Washington late into the 
night, told The Post the wounded at 
the B'nai B'rlth building were Alton 
Kirkland, stabbed In the chest and 
back, serious condition; Wesley 
Hyroes, shot in left arm, satisfactory 
.condition; Brian Golllday, kicked in 
the back, good condition; Michael 
Smith, hit on the head, good con- 
dition: and Stephen Widdes, 
lacerations to head, treated and 
released. All were treated at George 
Washington University Hospital. 

In a phone conversation with 
Israel Radio. Assistant Chief of 
Police John H. Hughes said there 
were no more than 30 hostages in the 
B'nai B’rith building. He also denied 
that the City Hall attack was con- 
nected with the other two attacks, 
and denied that the mayor was a 
hostage. This conflicted with other

Allon told the Knesset that the new 
team’s objective was to reach more 
coordination and understanding 
between the two countries on the 
issue. The Kflr is powered by a U.S.- 
made engine. 

In replying to a motion for the 
agenda by the Likud's Mo she Arens, 
which was voted to the Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee, Allon 
sketched briefly the history of the af- 
fair. 

Allon said that as soon as the 
possibility of the deal with Ecuador 
became apparent last November, 
the Embassy in Washington sought 
permission from the U.S. When 
Defence Minister Shimon Perea 
went to Washington in December, he 
also pressed the issue. 

When the time came to sign the 
contract with Ecuador, the minister 
said, Israel stepped up its efforts to 
get American agreement. But the 
outgoing administration preferred to 
pass the issue to the new administra- 
tion. The new administration refused 
to give its agreement. 

According to Allon, Israel was told 
authoritatively that this refusal was 
not connected -with Israel-U.S. 
relations, or with the Middle East' 
dispute. It stemmed solely from con- 
siderations of long-range U.S. policy 
In Latin America. 

Israel's aircraft Industry would 
suffer serious harm if the deal with 
Ecuador did not go through and if no 
other suitable alternative were 
found, he said. It would be serious 
enough If an export deal were

Rabin: Decisions only 
by parties concerned 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON.— Prime Minister 
Rabin yesterday said that Israel will 
be prepared to take advice from the 
United States and others on the best 
ways to move towards peace in the 
Middle East, but such advice cannot 
be a substitute for decisions made by 
the parties concerned — Israel and 
its Arab neighbours. 

Addressing the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations over lunch, the 
Prime Minister seemed to be reply- 
ing to a statement by President 
Carter earlier in the day suggesting 
that a final settlement include only 
minor adjustments to the pre-1967 
Israeli-Arab frontier — a position 
Israel rejects. 

Rabin, who did not refer directly to 
the Carter remarks, said that Israel 
“appreciates" America's understan- 
ding of the Middle East problem, 
but. in the end, it is "up to the parties 
to the conflict” to make final 
decisions. 

Other Israel officials travelling 
with Rabin were rejuctant to react 
directly to Carter's statement, which 
took them by surprise. 

After the luncheon, Rabin drove to 
the Washington Monument for an of- 
ficial farewell ceremony, attended 


by Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and other Administration officials. 
Rabin then departed for Miami 
Beach, Florida, where he was 
scheduled to address an Israel Bonds 
rally last night (after midnight 
Israel time). 

State Department officials said 
that Carter's remarks, which were 
well thought out In advance, did not 
merely represent the views held 
by national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brcezlnski, but those of the 
entire State Department and the Ad- 
ministration. The officials agreed 
that Carter’s statement was “very 
Important” in outlining the U.S. 
stand. 

An Israel Embassy official here 
handed Rabin the text of Carter's 
remarks as he .walked into the 
Shoreham Americana Hotel, where 
the luncheon was held! Rabin and his 
aides were seen reading the 
transcript of the Carter press con- 
ference with interest. 

Informed sources here said that 
the Arab states had pressured the 
U.8. Government to explain the 
American position on “defensible 
borders,” as called for by Carter on 
Monday. The Arabs had expressed 
their concern over Oerter’s remarks 
during the Monday welcoming 
ceremony for Babin. 


Cairo cautious on Carter statement 


CAIRO. — Egyptian Government 
sources reacted cautiously yester- 
day to U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's statements about the Mid- 
dle Bast, reiterating the often- 
declared Arab position that Israel 
should evacuate all Arab territories 
captured in the 1967 war. 

One source said that if "minor ad- 
justments" of the 1967 boundaries 
were essential for a peace settle- 
ment, they should be introduced on 
both the Arab and Israeli sides of the 
frontier. 

One official quoted recent 
statements by President Anwar 


Sadat that Egypt would accept the 
creation . of demilitarized zones- 
between it and Israel only if they 
were set up on both sides of the 1987 
border. 

On the question of what borders 
would be "defensible" for Israel, the 
source said: "This Israeli theory of 
security was smashed by the Arab 
armies In the 1973 war when they 
crossed the Sues Canal and 
destroyed the Bar-Lev Line of for- 
tifications, and when they blockaded 
the Bab el-Mandab Straits, thus 
making the Israeli port of Eilat prac- 
tically useless." (UFI) 


Panic In Rumania 
at U.S. warning 
of new quake 

BUCHAREST. — The Rumanian 
government yesterday expressed 
concern to the U.S. about panic 
spreading through Its population of 
21 million because of a warning of a 
repeat of Friday’s destructive 
earthquake. 

The warning, relayed by the U.S. 
ambassador, came from the earth- 
quake centre of the U.S. Geological 
Survey at Golden, Colorado. It said 
Friday's force 7.2 shock might be 
followed "within days or months” by 
an earthquake with a force of six or 
more on the modified Rlchterscale.

Callaghan flies 
Concorde to 
Carter meeting 

NEW YORK. — In a gesture which 
may have been calculated to "show 
the flag" in the dispute between the 
U.S. on the one hand and Britain and 
France on the other over the con- 
troversial Anglo-French supersonic 
jet airliner, the Concorde, British 
Prime Minister James Callaghan 
flew to Washington yesterday In a 
British Concorde for his "get ac- 
quainted" meeting with Jimmy 
Carter. 


U.S. lifts travel ban on 
Cuba, Asian Communist states 


WASHINGTON.— President Carter 
yesterday announced that his Ad- 
ministration Is lifting the ban on 
travel by U.S. citizens to Vietnam, 
North Korea. Cambodia and Cuba 
effective March 18. 

But Carter, speaking at a 30- 
mlnute news conference whose main 
subject was the Middle East, warned 
that Americans who want to visit 
those countries should take precautions 
because the U.S. has no diplomatic 
relations there and the establish- 
ment of such ties is "a doubtful 
prospect at this point." 


Carter’s announcement confirmed 
reports that had surfaced earlier at 
the State Deportment. 

The President said in response to 
another question that he will stand 
by his campaign pledge to withdraw 
U.S. ground troops from South 
Korea. He said four to five years "is 
appropriate" for that move, and that 
the details would have to be "worked 
out carefully" with the South Korean 
government, with Japan kept fully 
informed. 

He envisioned the U.S. continuing 
to provide air cover lor the country 
“ for a long time." ( AP) 


Treasury short billions in tax revenue 


'Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 
The Government collected IL38b. 
in taxes in the last 11 months of this 
fiscal year and is still ILB.Sb. short of 
the planned tax revenue of IL43.6b. 
for fiscal 1976. 

Treasury officials said yesterday 
that they do not expect tax revenue 
in March — the last month of the 
fiscal year which ends on- April 1 — 
to close this US .8b: gap. 


Several months ago high officials 
in the State Revenue Administration 
were optimistic about fiscal 1978 and 
predicted that rcvenue-would exceed 
the planned estimate by IU.5b. 

Treasury officials, worried about 
the deficit in tax revenue, are also 
disturbed about the drop In sales of 
Government bonds. Until December 
1976, when the bonds had a 90 per 
cent linkage to the Cost-of-Llving In- 
dex, the Government sold IL300m. in 


bonds every month. After the deci- 
sion in December to drop the linkage 
to only 80 per cent of the C-c-L index, 
only IL20xn. of bonds were sold every 
month. 

The deficit caused by low tax 
revenue and small salea of Govern- 
ment bonds was swollen with 
another unexpected IL2.Sb. in expen- 
diture when- the Government 
granted pay rises in the recent round 
of labour disputes.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday 
suggested that the Arab- 
Israeli border arrangements In- 
clude only "some minor ad- 
justments in the 1967 borders.” 

But Carter, speaking at a White 
House news conference, also propos- 
ed that Israel and the Arab states 
consider a final peace settlement 
wherein fi n a l "sovereignty" borders 
would not necessarily coincide with 
the "defence lines ... There xnay be 
extensions of Israeli defence 
capability beyond the permanent 
and recognized borders." he said. 

Speaking just one day after com- 
pleting extensive talks with visiting 
Prime Minister Rabin. Carter outlin- 
ed in considerable detail how the 
U.S. Government views the shape of 
a final Arab-Israeli peace settle- 
ment. It was Carter's most detailed 
statement on the Middle East 
problem since he took office on 
January 20. 

As he spok£, Rabin and his party 
were driving to the John F. Kennedy 
Centre here, where the Prime 
Minister was awarded an honorary 
American University doctorate. 

Chrter, asked about his statement 
on Monday calling for "defensible 
borders” between Israel and its 
Arab neighbours, said this term as 
well as the “secure borders" phrase 
are "Just semantics.” 

He then wait on to outline his con- 


cept of an Arab-Israel settlement — 
one that sounded very much like the 
controversial December 1975 
Brookings Institution document on 
the Middle East. 

Political observers here. said that 
Carter has obviously been Influenced 
by that study as well as the ideas of 
his national security adviser 
Zbigniew BrzezLnskl, who himself 
served on the Brookings panel. 

Carter said it was important lor 
everyone to recognise the difference 
between the “legal borders” and 
defence lines — “the ability of Israel 
to defend Itself.” The President said 
this "distinction is one that Is now 
recognised by Israeli leaders.” 

The President said a final settle- 
ment would have to lead to the "real 
peace" that Israel wants, not just an 
end of belligerency. “I think that 
what Israel would like to have is 
what we would like to have: a ter- 
mination of belligerence toward 
Israel by her neighbours; a recogni- 
tion of Israel's right to exist — the 
right to exist in peace ; the opening 
up of borders with free trade, tourist 
travel, cultural exchange between 
Israel and her neighbours." 

He continued; “In other words, a 
stabilization of the situation in the 
Middle East without a constant 
threat to Israel's existence by her 
neighbours. And this would Involve 
substantial withdrawal of Israel's 
present control over territories. 

"Now where that withdrawal 


might end. I don't know. I would 
guess it would be some minor ad- 
justments in the 1967 borders, but 
that still remains to be negotiated." 

Later, in response to another ques- 
tion. the President repeated for a se- 
cond time that there might be 
"minor adjustments" to the pre-1967 
borders. 

Asked whether Israel would be 
allowed to re tain its own defence 
forces outside Israel’s eventual 
"legal” borders, the President 
suggested that "international" 
forces might also be used. "I didn't 
confine the defence capability to 
Israeli forces." he said. "These 
might very well be international 
forces." 

(A possible model might be the 
American-manned electronic 
monitoring posts now separating 
Israeli and Egyptian forces in the 
Sinai desert.) 

Carter also spoke about possible 
demilitarization schemes "on both 
sides" of the eventual border fron- 
tier. suggesting a 30- km -wide zone. 
(Israel, which before 1987 was 20 km 
wide between Tel Aviv and Hadera, 
has always proposed demilitariza- 
tion only on the Arab side.) 

Following the outline In the 
Brookings document, the President 
said that an ultimate settlement 
■ could be implemented In stages. “In 
an interim state — maybe two years, 
four years, eight years, or more — 
there would be a mutual demonstra- 
tion of friendship and an end to the 
declaration or state of war."

‘New departure,’ say observers 
-- but point up gap on borders 


President Carter’s doctrine of 
" defence lines" was regarded in 
Jerusalem last night as a major new 
departure. Highly-placed observers 
pointed out that this was the first 
time the U.S. had ever accepted the 
Israeli argument that the 1967 lines 
cannot provide security and need to 
be tangibly bolstered. 

At the same time, of course, the 
observers recognized ruefully that 
Carter was calling for Israel ul- 
timately to shrink again more or less 
to its pre-1967 size. Plainly, they 
said, this demand highlighted the 
yawning gulf between the Israeli and 
American positions — and Israeli ef- 
forts in the months ahead would be 
directed at seeking to narrow the 
gap- 

But the American position on the 
final borders was after all not new. 
Washington had never really 
wavered from the Rogers Plan in 
that respect. If some Israelis had 
been lulled into comfortable 
delusions during the Kissinger 
years, when the Administration had 
studiedly avoided formulating its 
peace map, they would now be 
sharply brought back to reality. 

What was new — and favourable 
from Israel's viewpoint — was the

President’s distinction between 
"legal borders" and “defence lines" 
and his statement that "there may 
be extensions of Israeli defence 
capability beyond the permanent 
and recognized borders." 

This was the one major element in 
Carter's scenario which was not pre- 
sent in the report of the Brookings 
Institution, Issued in December 1975 
by a distinguished panel that includ- 
ed Prof. Zbigniew Brzezinski, now 
Carter's security adviser. Tbe 
Brookings report foreshadowed the 
other key elements in the 
President's presentation yesterday: 
Israeli withdrawal in stages and an 
ultimate situation of full peace. 

Some informed sources here 
believe the addition of the "defence 
lines" concept to the overall 
Brookings scenario followed Prof.- 
Brzerinski’a visit to Israel last year. 
He was taken to some of the most 
sensitive spots on the 1987 borders — 
Tulkarm, the Golan Heights — and 
came away noticeably impressed. In 
a final conversation with Foreign 
Minister Allon he raised the idea of 
an Israeli military presence at 


strategic points beyond the political 
borders, stationed on land that would 
not be claimed by Israel as her own, 
but would perhaps be leased from 
the neighbouring Arab state for a ■ 
period of time. 

Other points noted by observers 
here in a first assessment of the, 
Carter statement: 

■ There was only one brief and 
pedestrian mention of the Palesti- 
nian question, and no support at all 
for a separate Palestinian atate. The 
Arabs are expected to protest loudly 
at this omission — as at Carter's 
entertaining the notion of an Israeli 
presence on returned Arab lands. 

■ While the President stressed thjj. 
need for negotiation and agreement 
between the parties, and denied any 
U.S. intention of dictating terms, he 
clearly sees America's role of 
middleman as by no means confined 
to extending good offices. His state- 
ment yesterday amounted in effect 
to a detailed blueprint of how he 
would like to see events shaping up 
in this region in the years ahead. As 
such it marks a watershed In the 
history of Washington's diplomatic 
Involvement in the affairs of the 
area.

‘Yadlin affair’ clash 
in Knesset committee

The Alignment and the Likud were 
still grappling with each other in a 
battle of words and wits in the 
Knesset State Control Committee 
yesterday over the allegations in 
court by Asher Yadlin last month, 
that he channelled millions, some of 
it in bribe money, to ‘finance the 
Labour Party. 

The Alignment men on the com- 
mittee argued that the Knesset body 
had no right to probe allegations of 
illegal conduct, but had to limit Itself 
to discussing whatever findings the 
State Comptroller might eventually 
produce on the issue. The committee 
had no authority to summon 
testimony, said Hoshe Wertman, Ari 
Ankorion and Jacques Amir. 

Ankarlon went much further when 
he said flatly: “We shall not agree 
that the State Comptroller probe the 
fiHMAtai affairs of Labour unless he 
probes the financial affairs of all the 
’other parlies too/* 

Wertman said: “The Likud wants 
to get ua with our backs to the wall 
because of the May election. We are 
not trying to whitewash anything, 
hut we do not agree to this tenden- 
tious campaign by the Likud." 

They were especially incensed by 
the onslaught of Ehud Olmert, who 
accused them of being “two-faced", 
because after they had agreed in the 
plenum that Yigal Horowitz' motion 
on party financing allegations go to 
committee, they refused in com- 
mittee (where they have a majority) 
to permit free discussion. 


Wertman: "It’s high time you 
changed your tone, Olmert."’ 

Mb she Carmel: "And your style 
too.” 

Jacques Amir: "We've had 
enough of your aggressive 
manners." 

To this Olmert replied: "We've 
caught you red-handed with these 
charges, a^d we won’t let go,” 

The chairman of the State Control 
Committee, Likud’s Yosef Taznir, 
said that the Alignment's aim was to 
“sterilize the discussion.” He had 
the right to Invite whomever he 
wanted, Tamir said, and he insisted 
that Yehoshua Rablnowitz and 
David Kalderon, mentioned by 
Asher Yadlin in court, be Invited. 
Labour’s obduracy was harming its 
own image and impairing the 
credibility of the Knesset, Tamir 
said. 

Olmert said that since all that the 
committee must do at this stage was 
to decide whether or not it wanted to 
launch an enquiry, its Invitations to 
people like Rablnowitz could only be 
of a preliminary nature anyway. 

The chairman once again decided 
not to put the matter to -the vote, 
because the Alignment had mobiliz- 
ed all its eight men on the Com- 
mittee, against the six of the Likud 
and one of the National Religious 
Party, and so a vote would have 
meant a formal committee ruling to 
close the matter, till the State Comp- 
troller next brought it up. Tamir will 
take up the discussion once more 
next week.

Text of Carter statement on Middle East 



The following la the text of the Middle East 
questions and answers at President Carter’s 
news conference yesterday: 

Q: Mr. President, then has been a lot ef talk, 
about defensible border s lately and wtat ft 10 * 
means in regard to the Middle East. He you feel 
that It would be appropriate In a Middle East 
peace settlement far file Israelis to keep some of 
the occupied land they took during the 1887 war 
In order to have secure borders? 

Carter: The defensible border phrase, the 
secure border phrase, obviously are just seman- 
tics. I think ft’s a relatively significant develop- 
ment in the description of possible se ttlemen t in 
the Middle East to talk about these things as a 
distinction. Recognised borders have to be 
mutual. The Arab nations, the Israeli nation, 
have to agree on permanent mb recognized 
borders where sovereignty is legal as mutually 
agreed. Defence lines may or may not conform 
in the foreseeable .future to those legal borders. 
There may be extensions of Israeli defence 
capability beyond . the permanent recognized 

borders. 

I think this distinction is one that is now 
recognized by Israeli leaders. The definition of 
borders on a geographical basis is one that 
remains to be determined. But I fo tok that it’s 
important for the world to begin to see that there 
can be a distinction between the two: the ability 
of Israel to defend herself by international 
. agreement, or by the sometime placement of 
Israeli forces themselves, or by monitoring 
stations as has been the case in the Sinai, beyond 
the actual sovereignty borders as mutually 
agreed by Israel and her neighbours. 

Q: Does that mean international zones between 
the countries or... 

C: International zones could very well be pari 
of an agreement, and I thitifc that I can see in a 
growing way a step-by-step process where there 
might be a mutual agreement that the ultimate . 
settlement, even including the border 
delineations, would be at a certain described 
point. In ah Interim state — ' maybe two years, 
four years, eight years or more —there would be 
a mutual demonstration of friendship and an end 


to the declaration or state of war. I think that 
jwhat Israel would like to have .is what we 
would like to have: a termination of belligerence 
toward Israel by her neighbours; a recognition 
of Israel's right to exist — the right to exist In 
peace; the openingup of borders with free trade, 

■ tourist travel, cultural exchange between Israel 
;and her neighbours. In other words, a 
stabilization of the' situation In the Middle Blast 
without a constant threat to Israel's existence by 
her neighbours. 

Add this would involve substantial withdrawal 
of Israel's present control over territories. Now 
where that withdrawal might end, I don't 
know, r would guess it would be some minor ad- 
justments in the 1887 borders, but that still ■ 
. remains to be negotiated. But I think that Oils is 
! going to be a long tedious process. 

We're going to mount a major effort in our own ■ 
government in 1977 to bring the parties to 
Geneva. Obviously, any agreement has to be 
between the parties concerned. We will act as an 
Intermediary when our good offices will serve 
well. But Tm not trying to predispose our own 
nation’s attitudes toward what might be the ul- 
timate details of the agreementthat can mean so - 
much to world peace. 

Q: A moment ago, In answering the question, 
you spoke of the possibility of s ub s tantial , 
withdrawal of Israeli control over territory and 
then just a few seconds later (yon) spoke of tee 
possibility of minor territorial concessions by 
tee Israelis. What la It exaetty-that yon have in 
mind barer Are you real ly talking about some 
big withdrawals, or are yon t alking only about 
minor withdrawals? 

C: I don’t think i used the word minor 
withdrawals. Tthlnk there might be minor ad- 
justments to the pre-1867 borders, but that's a 
matter for Israel and her neighbours to decide 
between themselves. And I believe that we will 
know by, I'd say, the middle of May much more 
clearly the positions of the interested parties. 
I’ve not yet met nor talked, to the leaders in 
Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and Egypt. Saudi Arabia 
to a lesser direct participation degree. I will 
meet with all these leaders between now and the '

Junior faculty demand changes 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Junior faculty at both the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv University continued to strike 
yesterday, although both have ap- 
proved the national wage agree- 
ment. Academic demands are now 
the target of the strike which started 
on Sunday and wifi continue today. 

The junior and senior faculty of the 
Technlon have both approved the 
wage agreement. However, Tech- 
nlon staffers did not join their 
colleagues In the strike. 

At Tel Aviv University, the senior 
faculty have delayed their decision 
on ratifying the wage contract until 
March 17. Opponents of the agree- 
ment object particularly to the 
clause stating that retroactive 
payments due them (the difference 
between the old salary and the new, 
from April 1 . 1976 to the present) will 
not be paid until July 1. 


Tel Aviv’s Junior faculty are 
* demanding a decrease in doctoral 
tuition and university subsidies for 
the cost of publishing doctoral dis- 
sertations. Another demand Is that 
the university stop employing some 
of them as “outside lecturers” who 
only receive eight months’ salary a 
year and no fringe benefits. 

At a general meeting of the 1,300- 
member Association of Hebrew 
University Lecturers, Instructors 
and Assistants yesterday morning, 
they voted to press their demands 
for fairer representation in the un- 
iversity senate, rationalization of 
promotion and tenure procedures. 
The wage agreement reached 
between tbe teaching staffs and the 
managements of the academic in- 
stitutions provides for pay increases 
retroactive to April last year, 
similar to those granted to the 
engineers. 


17 Arab students injured in fight 


RAMALLAH. — Some Arab students 
from an Unrwa teachers seminary 
were injured, when Border Police 
broke up' a demonstration in 
Ram all ah yesterday.

Justice suggests probe of bank’s operations 


The United Mizrahi Bank yester- 
day won an appeal in the Supreme 
Court, using a defence which may 
cause It more trouble to the future. 

While ruling in favour of the bank 
in a case Involving a disputed I Li 95.- 
000, which the bank credited to a 
customer as "return of collateral," 
the justices said that the inspector of 
banks ought to look into the matter, 
because it may Involve "an attempt, 
to evade income tax,” 

The case involved a debt to the 
bank, of IU00.0O0, owed by the 
Grcenstein and Brill building firm. 


In 1967, unable to pay Its debt, the 
firm transferred some property to 
the bank. After several months, the 
firm's accounts were credited with 
the agreed sale price, except for 
11195,000. About a year later, the 
company was credited with QJ9&,- 
000. and the bank informed it that the 
sum represented "return of 
collateral.” 

Later, the firm brought suit for the 
IU.9fi.0QQ balance owed It by tee 
bank and the bank's subsidiary land 
company for the land, to District' 
Court, the judge ruled in favour of. 


Grcenstein and Brill., and order*? ^b.

Yitzhak Axtzl, Rabbi 
Rosen yesterday described "scenes 
of horror as hundreds of people lined 
up at the Bucharest morgue to 
attempt to identify the dead. Most of 
the bodies are in hideous state and 
the anguish of families is un- 


bearable. It is hell on earth," Rosen 
Bald. 

Lahat phoned to express the city's 
sympathy and offer its help. Rosen 
said that If the situation permits it, 
he might visit Israel briefly next 
week. 

Yesterday Rosen released the 
names of 62 Bucharest Jews known 
to be missing. Among them are two' 
doctors who served &s hospital direc- 
tors, .as well as many other 
physicians and professional people. 
In several cases, whole families are 
missing. 

It was also reported yesterday that 


most of the Israel Embassy per- 
sonnel in Bucharest are residing 
within the embassy building because 
their flats have been damaged. Ef- 
forts are being made to re-house per- 
sonnel. as well as families of El AI. 
Zim and other Israeli firms 
represented In the Rumanian 
capital. 

Meanwhile, mystery clouds the 
fate of over 100 Israeli Arab students 
studying in Craiova. Despite persis- 
tent attempts by the Foreign 
Ministry and the Israel Embassy to 
contact them, no word has been 
received. Telephone communication 
Is still cut off and the campus is in- 
accessible.

He said 
yesterday that virtually no building 
built in West Jerusalem since I960 
was In danger In any ordinary 
earthquake, if building regulations 
existing at the time were adhered to. 
As to the effect of a quake on 


buildings built earlier and on Old 
City structures, "your guess is aa 
good as mine;.” 

Sarah Honlg adds: 

The residents of Dan region cities 
stand a good chance of escaping un- 
scathed if a quake hit the area, 
Geophysics Institute experts said. 

For one thing, they said they doubt 
very much that the coastal plains 
would be severely shaken. While 
light tremors have been registered, 
the Dan region is not known to have 
ever suffered a serious quake. 

Although buildings In the Dan 
region, as well as In the rest of coun- 
try, do not conform to earthquake 
precaution standards, it is felt that in 
the event of quakes of low to medium 
intensity in the greater Tel Aviv area 
most of the modern buildings would 
survive. This is because they all 
have structural frameworks of rein- 
forced concrete.

Poultry dealers 
strike enters 
second week

A delegation of retail poultry 
dealers was received by the Knesset 
Economic Committee yesterday as 
the dealers' "strike" entered its se- 
cond week. 

The poultry dealers are not selling 
freshly killed fowl In their protest 
over what they say Is discrimination 
by the Government is that it sub- 
sidizes only the marketing of frozen 
poultry. 

The delegation — bifcked by the 
General Merchants Association — 
said committee members un- 
derstood that the Government sub- 
sidy of about IL7 to ILB per kilo for 
frozen poultry was discriminatory. 

According to the poultry dealers, 
the main beneficiaries of this sub- 
sidy are not the poorer families — 
who, they say. prefer freshly killed 
poultry — but the more well-off 
families, who mainly choose frozen 
poultry. 

The committee said yesterday It 
would discuss the subject next week 
with representatives of Government 
and private agencies connected with 
the marketing of poultry. 


Unpaid 2 months, 
Shlomi workers 
go on strike

SHLOMI. — All 80 of this local coun- 
cil's employees, whose salaries have 
not been paid In two months, went on 
strike here this week. 

The local council offices have been 
closed since Monday, and workers 
aay they will not go back until they 
are paid for January and February 
— and they are sure that there la 
money to pay their March salaries. 

At a press conference here yester- 
day, local council chairman David 
Hazan claimed that the Ministry of 
Interior has not answered the coun- 
cil’s urgent plea for funds. Unless 
figiuiciaj aid is obtateedLsooh, Hazan. 
said, 2 'we' an ify have to close down 
altogether." . .. . . _ . 

Even before the strike,' many' of' 
the small (pop. 2,200) Western 
Galilee development town's services 
had been closed down. School 
kitchens have stopped serving meals 
to pupils, and several suppliers are 
threatening legal action. 

According to Hazan, the council 
was £L2.4m. In arrears at the end of 
the last fiscal year, and stands to fall 
another U.7BO.OOO In the red this 
year. He said that the town’s 
finances have deteriorated sharply 
since 1972, when its deficit was only 
IL 180,000, because of inflation and 
sharp cuts in support from the 
Welfare and Interior Ministries.

Cost of hospital bed 
will be IL750 daily

HAIFA.— -Hospitalization costs will 
go up in another two months from 
the present daily rate of TL500 per 
bed to IL730. "because of the rising 
price of almost everything that is 
needed to operate a hospital, and 
because of inflation." This was an- 
nounced yesterday by Stefan 
Grayek, a member of Kupat KoJlm'a 
board of directors. The rate went up 
from HU 50 to ILB 00 in January. 

The sick fund's proposed budget 
for 1977/78 will run to nearly 
IL3.750m.. ft 90 per cent rise over the 
•H2 ,500m. budget for the outgoing 
year. The expected deficit will be 
UA 12 m. a or 8.3 per cent of the 
budget. Higher hospital coats alone 
will raise Kupat Hollm expenditures 
by IL25Qm. a year. 

Kupat Bolixn’s three main sources 
of revenue are IL750m. from 
Hlstadrut dues for its 2.6 million 
members (families included), over 
ILL ,400m. from employers) con- 
tributions, and nearly XLSOOm. from 
the Government, Grayek explained. 
The balance comes from payments 
for services and for prescriptions at 
the rate of ILL each. 

Grayek claimed that the consump- 
tion of medical drugs, today the 
highest In the world, will decline if 
patients have to pay for their 
prescriptions. A survey showed that 
an average Kupat Hollm member 
obtained 24 prescriptions a year, 
compared with eight in Britain, six 


in France and four to six in the U.S. 

"In next year’s budget we have 
provided for IL400m. for medical 
supplies of all kinds. But this amount 
will not be enough unless we have 
people pay for them. This will net 
us IL25m. a year, and we will also 
save an identical amount by the 
reduced demand for medicine," 
Grayek said. 

Grayek stated that economic and 
financial transactions by Kupat 
Holim's management are now sub- 
ject to much stricter control. He 
declared that “nothing will be done 
on the orders of a single- person. A 
tender will be issued for every order 
of supplies. We shall not form any 
partnership with private business 
partners. A committee of directors 
will check all financial operations.” 

(Asher Yadlin. the former head of- 
Kupat Hollm. la now serving a five- 
year sentence in Ramie prison for 
accepting bribes and falsifying a tax 
declaration.) 

The regional director of the Haifa 
and West Galilee areas, Benyamln 
Braun, warned that Kupat Hollm 
services might have to be cut If costs 
continued to rise. A survey in the 
Haifa area revealed that 41 per cent 
of members' calls at Kupat Hollm 
clinics were motivated by non- 
medical reasons, like seeking doc- 
tors’ certificates to caver 
absenteeism from work. 


Shatta defence seeks to 
keep witness in country

NAZARETH. — A defence lawyer in 
the Shatta Prison murder trial 
yesterday said he would seek an in- 
junction barring prosecution witness 
Talal Hedjazi from leaving the coun- 
try before the trial Is over. 

Hedjazi la the key witness in the 
murder trial of 16 inmates . charged 
with killing fellow prisoner. Yefet 
Nagar last June. During the 
proceedings It emerged that Hed- 
jazi. from Jerusalem's Old City, had 
agreed to testify after he had been 
promised safe conduct to a Euro- 
pean country. 

Hedjazi, who admitted Monday on 
the witness stand that he was one of 
three men who carried out the actual 
killing of Nagar, refused to be sent to 
an Arab country. Another part of his 
deal with prosecutors was the 
promise that he be given a new iden- 
tity. 

Yesterday’s court session was 
devoted to cross-examination of 
Hedjazi by attorneys for the 18 
defendants in the case. 


One of the defendants, Zion 
Rubabchl, surprised police guards at 
the trial yesterday by handing them 
a razor blade he said had been 
smuggled to him . He said he was 
afraid to slip it into the jail. 

Meanwhile, an X-ray examination 
disclosed that another of the ac- 
cused, Yitzhak Mishali, was lying 
when he said that he had swallowed 
a spoon. Mishali had another spoon 
removed from his abdomen in an 
emergency operation six weeks ago. 

Arthur Kemelmttn adds: 

A Russian-made handgrenade and 
a Beretta pistol were discovered at 
Shatta on Tuesday by Nahman 
Shimon, a stores officer. 

According to informed sources, 
police officers recently have been 
told that more arms were being 
smuggled into the prison. Nagar was 
killed with a knife smuggled In. 

During the search of a warehouse 
where old equipment is stored, 
Shimon found the live grenade in a 
small case, and the pistol and a load- 
ed magazine hidden in a nylon bag. 


IL5ni. gem haul smuggled abroad 


BEN-GURION AIRPORT. —Most of 
the ILBm. worth of diamonds, stolen 
from mail bags over the past two 
months has been smuggled abroad, 
police said yesterday. The airport 
police squad investigating the theft 
is thinking of asking Interpol to step 
In, they added. 

The diamonds were stolen on five 
separate occasions. In each caae the 
thieves slit open mail bags, ex- 
tracted the gems and then resawed 


the bags sd tfrafc’ttie’lQss w as' not* dis- 
co vered until the mail arrived at Its 
destination. Police believe that 
thieves had a courier with a passport 
and ticket ready to smuggle the 
atones abroad each time. 

Five airport workers have been 
arrested abroad on suspicion of com- 
plicity in the crime. However, 
although some of them have been in 
custody almost a month, none of 
them is cooperating with the police, 
and they all refuse to talk. (Itim) 


Bad-cheque passers on shops' blacklist

More rain today

Kissinger to get 
Welzmann doctorate

Henry Kissinger tonight will be.

The award to Kissinger was due to 
be given in November, 1974, but was 
postponed until tonight. The award 
will be made in Washington, and 
presented by Institute President 
Prof. Michael Sela.

Jews one-third of Jo’burg Council

JOHANNES’BURG. — For the firdt 


time in the history of Johannesburg, 
one-third of the members of the City 
Council are Jewish. Fourteen Jewish 
candidates of the anti-apartheid 
Progressive-Reform Party and one 
Jewish candldate.of the United Par- 
ty were elected this week to a council 
in which the Progressive-Reformists 
emerged as the majority party. 

The United Party has lost Its 
overall control of the 47-member 
council and shrunk to an eleven-mas- 
faction. 

The Progressive-Reformists have 
19 members, with the prospect of 
gaining another mandate in a ward 
in which the sitting councillor — a 


Jewish member of the Progressive- 
Reform Party — died on the eve of 
the election. The Nationalists, the 
ruling party in Parliament, control 
18 mandates. 

Two popular Jewish candidates, 
Mr. Monty Sklaar, the outgoing 
mayor (an independent), and Max 
Neppe, a former mayor 
(Progreaslve.'-Reform) — were 
beaten at the polls. 

The extent of Jewish participation 
in the municipal elections, bath as 
candidates and voters, has been 
referred to in the local press as giv- 
ing the lie to "loose talk about a 
Jewish exodus or ’disengagement' 
from South Africa." 


Cabinet backs broadening 
of reserve pay structure 


By MARSHA POMERANTZ, 

A bill to broaden reserve pay 
coverage to all army reservists was 
approved at the Cabinet meeting on 
Tuesday. 

At present only persona who have 
been continuously employed for a 
certain period before service, or in 
certain kinds of educational or work 
training programmes, were entitled 
to payment through the National In- 
surance Institute. They were eligible 
on condition that their employers (or 
the self-employed) paid regularly 
into the equalization fund, to which 
National Insurance contributed aa 
well. 

The proposed law would allow 
those who have not been eligible un- 
til now to receive the minimum 
reserve service payment, which is 55 
. per cent of the average national 
wage. 

The bill would also make the State 
, an employer paying into the

equalization fund, like other 
employers. Until now it has given 
reserve pay directly to the 
employee. Today only a minority of 
government employees (some non- 
salaried workers) receive reserve 
pay from the equalization fund. 

A final provision of the bill would 
furnish attorneys to all citizens who 
submit a claim against the National 
Insurance lnstltute in Labour Court. 

At present, many citizens fail to 
press claims when they believe their 
rights have not been folly recogniz- 
ed, only because they cannot afford a 
lawyer. 

Independent legal aid offices, set 
up in 1972, will be asked to expand 
theh- services to Include representing 
clients in Labour Court against the 
NIL even lithe clients can afford to 
pay for a private attorney. - 

The bill still must be passed by the 
Knesset. 
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Marcos sends wife to 
Moslem peace talks 


MANILA. — President Ferdinand 
Marcos Is sending ills wife to Libya 
today In an effort to resume peace 
talks with Moslem separatists, 
palace sources said. 

, The sources said Defence 
Secretary Juan Ponce Enrile. 
Solicitor-General EsteUto Mendoza 
and Constabulary Chief Fidel Ramos 
would accompany her to Tripoli, the 
Libyan capital. 

Defence Undersecretary C&rmelo 
Barbero, the Philippine 
Government’s chief negotiator with 
the More National Liberation Front, 
returned here yesterday and told the 
National Security Council: 

“The recessed negotiations in 
Tripoli require .the personal in- 
tervention of the President and the 
First Lady in order to get them go- 
ing. What we need is personal ' 
diplomacy at the highest level." 

The closed-door talks, in their se- 
cond round, were recessed in- 
definitely after the Moslem group 
leaked to the press its proposal for 
an autonomous Moslem regional 
government in the south and 
southwestern Philippines. It would 
.include three predominantly Chris- 
tian provinces and have Its own flag, 
seal and armed forces. 

The Mora National Liberation 
Front (MNLF) , which intensified its 
armed opposition to the government 
after Marcos declared martial law In 
1972, had demanded first in- 
dependence for the 13 provinces on 


Mindanao, Palawan, and Sulu 
Islands. The area comprises one- 
third of the Philippine territory. 

Libya supported the Moslems with 
arms and money. The International 
Islamic Conference of foreign 
ministers offered to be the peace 
broker and Libya's Gaddafi hosted 
the first round of talks, which 
resulted in the cease-fire agreement 
in December. 


Marcos has scheduled a plebiscite 
on March 17 in the 13 southern 
Philippine provinces to determine 
which provinces want to join the 
autonomous Moslem regional es- 
tablishment . The Moslem 
negotiators opposed the idea. 

Meanwhile, in Zamboanga City, 
Major Said All Sallah of Somalia 
'reported that the cease-fire super- 
visors are investigating reports of 
truce violations. He said "as far as 
we know the MNLF have not 
violated the cease-fire. But if the 
MNLF did, we will recommend that 
all the arms and supplies and sup- 
port to the MNLF be stopped." 

Travellers from Davao City, in 
central Mindanao, earlier said 800 
armed MNLF men tried to take over 
a village some 80 kms south of the 
city limits last week. The military 
persuaded most of them to leave but 
about 80 engaged the military in a 
shooting encounter and "most of 
them got killed." There had been no 
official reports of this Incident. (AP) 


Priest says mass suicides 
followed Saigon surrender 


NEW FORK. — Mass suicides, 
sometimes of entire families, oc- 
curred in South Vietnam after the 
North Vietnamese took over 1973. 
b French Canadian priest said in an 
article published yesterday. 

The Reverend Andre Gellnas, who 
was in Vietnam from 1948 until he 
waa expelled IS months after the 
takeover by Hanoi troops, described 
life In Vietnam in the "New' York 
Review of Books" issue due to be 
published on March 17. 

The "real ordeal” began when the 
government began to confiscate 
assets on June 10, Gelinas wrote. He 
said each family had the right to 
keep only the equivalent of about 
3229 (about IL8.000). 

‘‘An epidemic of suicides 
followed," GellnaB wrote. 
"Thousands of ruined and desperate 
Vietnamese put an end to 
themselves, feeling that they could 
no longer survive In Saigon, and that 
they would have to leave for ‘new 
economic zones,' the areas where 
the regime was sending large groups 


of people to clear and work on the 
land. 

"Entire families killed themselves 
with revolvers,” Geiinas wrote. 

"A police officer shot his 10 
children, his wife, his mother-in-law 
and then himself. 

"A father, after explaining to his 
family at dinner that they had to put 
an end to their lives, distributed 
poisoned soup. Some came to see me 
before such suicides to ask whether 
it was a grave sin." 

Bureaucracy ran unchecked, 
Gellnas said, particularly during a 
census last summer. 

A form of seven or eight pages long 
had to be filled out, listing monthly 
activities for the previous seven 
years and five people had to be listed 
who could verify the information, he 
said. 

Each person had to read his farm 
to his neighbours who could correct 
it, and 10 days after the final form 
was submitted, "you have to answer 
the same questions without crossing 
yourself up," Gellnas said. (UPI)

ROME. — Actress Sophia Loren waa 
stopped by customs police at. Rome's . 
international airport, interrogated 
and held for nine hours before being 
allowed to board a plane for Paris 
early yesterday. 

Police said sbe was stopped tor a 
routine “customs inspection,” but 
police sources reported the action 
was in connection with an inquiry 
into tax and currency activities of 
her husband, movie producer Carlo 
Font!. 

The 42-year-old Academy Award- 
winning actress had just passed 
passport control for a flight to Paris 
when a customs policeman stopped 
her and took her to the customs 
headquarters, where Miss Loren 
was reported to be in tears. 

She told reporters on her arrival in 
the French capital, “I don’t want to 
make any comment about it. I miss- 
ed my flight because there were so 
many photographers around. That's 
wby the police were there." 

Asked whether she would stay in 
France, she replied. “We live here." 

Loren was met at Charles de 
Gaulle airport by her husband. 

Last month police searched Pon- 
ti'fl villa in the hin* south of Rome 
and his office' in Rome, seizing some 
papers. The Pohtia also have a 
residence in Paris. 

Miss Loren, wearing dark glasses, 
blue trousers and a blue jacket and 
shirt, had just walked through the

questions, witnesses reported. They 
said she appeared to waye off the 
questions and was ordered to follow 
the officer into the customs office, 
carrying her large suitcase with her.

TORONTO. — Prime Minister 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau’s 28-year-old 
wife Margaret may be visiting in 
New York, but a spokesman for the 
Rolling Stones denied a report that 
she had gone there with lead singer 
Mick J agger and Ron Wood. 

Mrs. Trudeau checked out of a 
Toronto hotel on Tuesday after spen- 
ding the weekend there and atten- 
ding two performances by the rock 
group at a local night club. 

The Starnes were staying In the 
same hotel. Their public relations of- 
ficer, Paul Wasserman, was quoted 
on Tuesday night as saying Mrs. 
Trudeau went to New York with 
Jagger and Wood and would be stay- 
ing with a woman friend there. 

But yesterday Wasserman denied 
reporting that Mrs. Trudeau had told 
him on Sunday she was planning to 
go to New York to stay with a woman 
friend. He said Jagger and Wood 
flew to New York on Tuesday on 
different planes — Jagger to see his 
daughter and Wood for a short holi- 
day — but Mrs. Trudeau was not 
with either of them. 

The Rolling Stones have been in 
Toronto to make recordings. While 
in the city, lead guitarist Keith 
Richard has been charged with 
possession of heroin for the purpose 
of trafficking and with possession of 
cocaine. He appeared in court on 
Tuesday, posted a 329,000 bond and 
was released. (AP) 


Italians deny 
Lockheed payoffs 


ROME. — The two farmer defence 
mlnisters'Chazged with cyiTliptlftnto 
the Lockheed payoff scandal pleaded 
innocent on Tuesday before-par lia- 
ment. They said they were victims of 
inter- party rivalries. 

The chamber and Senate has been 
debating since last Thursday on 
whether to bring to trial Luigi Gui, a 
Christian Democrat, and Mario 
Tanassi, a Social Democrat. The 
two were indicted in January by a 
special parliamentary commission 
investigating the alleged payment of 
31.6m. by the American aircraft 
company to secure the sale of 14 C- 
130 transports to the Italian air 
force.

U.S. poisoned Nazi leader in WW’ 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency acknowledged 
on Tuesday that the U.S. used germ 
warfare methods — apparently with 
success — during World War H. 

Agents of the U.S. Office of 
Strategic Services — the CIA's 
predecessor — gave food-poisoning 
to Nazi Germany's chief banker, 
Hjalmar Schacht, making him so 
sick he could not attend an important 
economic meeting, the CZA reveal- 
ed. 

Poisoning Schacht with the 
bacterium' staphylococcus 
enterotorin waa cited by the CIA as 
an example of the successful use of 
biological wart are. The date of the 
Incident or other details were not 
revealed. 

The account is contained In a CZA 
report to the U.S. Senate health sub- 
committee which is examining the 
extent of U.S. development, testing 
and use of biological weapons. 

Schacht. who died In June 1870 at 
the age of 93, guided financial policy 
under Germany's Weimar Republic 
and for most of the Nazi era. 


After World War 31, he stood trial 
for war crimes but was acquitted; in 
the postwar years. he regained his 
former prosperity and served as an. 
economic adviser to Iran, Indonesia 
and Egypt. - 

Use of a new kind of biological 
weapon — genetic recombination — 
aeema to be ruled out by existing in- 
ternational treaties, U.S. officials 
have concluded. 

Lawyers, scientists and laymen 
discussing the weapons potential 
of recombinant DNA research said 
on Tuesday that treaties and dif- 
ficulties In doing any of this kind of 
.genetic work seriously limit Its use 
as a weapon by countries or 
terrorists.

A former MK gets free com- 
prehensive medical care for himself, 
all his Immediate family, and his 
grandchildren till the age of 20, 
should he be supporting them. He 
also gets special home medical care 
If required, and all medicaments, 
free, even If not normally supplied 
by the regular sick funds. 

A former Knesset Speaker tops the 
list of privileges. Apart from receiv- 
ing the same pension as a former 
Prime Minister he also gets an open 
travel allowance by which he la 
reimbursed on the basis of his sub- 
mitting a statement. 

The calculation of a former MK’a 
pension is a highly complicated af- 


fair. depending on how many years 
he served in the Knesset, and 
whether he came to the Knesset 
from the public service or similar. 

He gets a minimum pension of 20 
per cent If he serves at least four 
years in the House and is at least 40 
years old. If he serves at least eight 
years, his minimum is 40 per cent at 
that age. Every year over the age of 
50 entitles him to another two per 
cent of his last salary as MK. 

• However If he quits the Knesset at 
the age of 75 after serving five years 
at least, he gets a pension worth 70 
per cent of his last salary. 

All the regulations concerning 
MK's wages and pensions have been

collected In a 24-page foolscap 
booklet by House Committee chair- 
man Ari Ankorion who Is responsible 
for members' material conditions. 

In the Introduction Ankorion wrote 
that the booklet would be useful tor 
MKs who were retiring, continuing, 
or just starting their parliamentary 
careers In the next Knesset. 

The regulations, mostly In the 
form of laws, which specify the 
details of wages and pensions, give 
the impression of having been work- 
ed out with extreme meticulousness. 
The attention paid to detail gives the 
Impression that the regulations were 
often tailored to meet individual 
cases.

TV HOUSE was baffled. Of all the 
translators, department heads and 
recent U.S. Immigrants asked, no 
one was able to explain the meaning 
of the obscure phrase in an 
American film scheduled tor broad- 
cast. 

The riddle was finally solved by an 
American tourist who heard of the 
problem by chance. The words, be 
explained with the greatest of ease, 
refer to a joke to a popular TV com- 
mercial now being aired to the U.S. 

Television’s battery of free-lance 
subtitle writers have learned how to 
translate most of the American and 
British colloquialisms like "fuzz," 
"meat-head," "4-F," "horse,’' 
"wellies" and "on your tod" that 
they encounter on the Job. Yet native 
English-speaking viewers (or those 
who understand the occasional films 
In French or Italian) have 
sometimes been' appalled by the 
gaffes on the screen. 

The Broadcasting Authority's 
policy of hiring Israelis whose 
mother tongue is Hebrew — but who 
have spent ■ at least a few years 
abroad — and not Immigrants who 
have learned Hebrew, may be 
responsible for the sporadic mis- 
translations. But there Is no alter- 
native. asserts Daphna Amlt, who 
has for nearly five years been 
responsible for Hebrew subtitling of 
foreign films. Otherwise, the 
Hebrew doesn't come out right. 

About half of the Jewish popula- 
tion have no use tor the Hebrew sub- 
titles; either they don't read the 
language at all or the subtitles — 
flashing by generally at three- 
second Intervals — change too fast 
tor them. An additional, elite group 
who understand the foreign 
language complain that "so many 
details and beautiful nuances" to the 
dialogue have been left out of the 
subtitles. But the rest of the viewers 
can't do without the translation. 

Apart from complaints about con- 
densation and high < speed, notes 
Amlt, viewers grumble about a mix- 
ture of masculine and feminine verb 
and adjective forms, printing errors 
and unreadable or out-of-ltoe sub- 
titles. Amlt has a reasonable ex- 
planation for all of them. 

“The main problem, "she says, “Is 
that we can't print the translation on 
the film Itself." Since the film prints 
are sent to other countries after be- 
ing screened here once, subtitles 
must be projected from a paper 
scroll on the TV screen and ad-

vanced by hand. “Brevity Is re- 
quired by the limit of 26 'printing 
characters' per line," says Amit. 
"Three seconds of dialogue (five 
seconds if two lines are available in 
the absence of an Arabic transla- 
tion) must be explained accurately 
to one short line of subtitles." 

When the foreign film reaches TV 
House, it is usually accompanied by 
a script of the dialogue. Unfortunate- 
ly, it is often not exact (the film

could be an edited or different ver- 
sion) and Amlt and her staff must 
painstakingly transcribe the words 
all over again. 

She assigns the Job to a translator, 
never allowing a person who knows 
“British English" to translate an 
American movie, or vice versa. (The 
pay is 50 agorot per one-line subtitle 
and 80 agorot tor each two-liner: a 
45 - minute film has about 500 tides.) 
After the translator renders the 
script Into Hebrew, he breaks the 
sentences into short segments. 

The subtitles are then "farmed- 
out" to a company that prints them 
on punched paper rolls ("There are 
only two firms that do such work; 
the Authority could demand better 
work from them.” she asserts). As 
the film is aired, a production 
worker listens for a circled key word 
and pushes a button to move die roll 
forward. "It’s Impossible to prevent 
all machine failuresj’ says Amlt. 

Israel is not rich enought to dub all 
Its foreign films. Having actors read 
the lines to Hebrew would cost 10 
times the price of subtitling. 

Archie Bunker's gruff insults to 
“All in the Family" are difficulty to 
translate. “Meat-head,” Archie’s 
pet name for his son-in-law, b ecomes 
“cabbage-head” to Hebrew; and 
there is no way except the Hebrew 
word for police to translate "fuzz.” 

“The hardest shows to translate," 
Amlt comments, “are those about 
science and nature. We have no idea 
how to translate the names of plants 
or that axe indigenous to 

Australia or Scandinavia, for ex- 
ample." But they try their best, ask- 
ing botanical and zoological experts 
for advice. 

There is a perennial debate within 
TV House on whether to translate 
coarse language or to leave it out. 
Amit personally believes that If 
management wants no obscenity, it 
should not buy films that contain it. 
"But if the words are there, we must 
translate them faithfully.” The 
policy is generally liberal nowadays, 
and "four-letter words" are not 
omitted In most cases. 

Amit, who Is 29. is always con- 
scious that children, new Im- 
migrants and even Hebrew-spea k i n g 
adults pick up the language from 
subtitles. 'That’s why we're careful 
when we pick our translators. The 
job Is a profession with specific 
techniques. Not everybody who 
knows Hebrew and English can do 
it."

SHOSHANA RUD IAKOV la one of 
those unostentatious pianists who 
make music without thinking about 
cutting a figure on stage or making 
an impression on the audience. Her 
programmes are always well 
thought-out, original in a way, and, 
of course, perfectly prepared. 
Everything Is presented with 
sincerity and total commitment. 

One could have wished the Mozart 


Fantasy to have been even more 
Beethovenesque and to have had it 
followed by the Sonata in C Minor 
(KL457) , with which It is usually per- 
formed. The Fantasy finishes on 
something of an up-beat ( as though it 
were an introduction rather than a 
self-contained, piece) ._ 

The Schoenberg must have sound- 
ed to adherents of the Second 
Viennese School too old-fashioned 
and romantic, since Miss Rndlakov 
underplayed the customary dryness 
qf sound and "modern 
aggressiveness" and interpreted the 
six pieces as music to the more 
traditional sense. The ' Beethoven 


Variations would have impressed 
even more if played still more 
cohesively. Not being a Liszt fan, the 
“Harmonies du Soir” struck me as a 
waste of time though it gave the 
pianist a chance to show off. her 
technical abilities (if they needed 
further proof) ; It la a pompous and 
empty composition. The closing 
Chopin Sonata received all the inter- 
pretative qualities needed to bring 
out its beauty and inspiration, and 
Miss Rudlakov earned all the warm 
applause given by the audience. It 
was not a sensational recital but a

Cricketers getting ready 
for Maccabiah tourney

TEL AVIV. — Cricketers up and 
down the country are oiling their 

their 1977 seanmkiter thia P montL 

Highlight of the season should be 
the cricket tournament of July's 10 th 
Maccabiah. The Israel Cricket 
Association (IGA) will hold its first 
trials for the games at Aahdod on 
March 19. 

Nearly 40 of the country’s top 
players will be invited to the trial, 
and shortly afterwards a Maccabiah 
squad of about 20 will be selected, 
which will undergo regular fort-' 
nightly training at different venues. 
The actual team is to be named on 
May 81. 

The other teams in the tournament 
are Australia, Britain, South Africa 
and the U.S. At the first Maccabiah 
cricket competition in 1973, the South 
Africans won the gold medal, after 
beating Australia by just one run in 
the last game of the tourney. 

There ie considerable disquiet in 
the IGA about South Africa's planned 
participation In the coming games. 
It is feared that this could Jeopardise 
Israel's good standing In the Inter- 
national Cricket Conference. The 
Conference has very strong objec- 


tions to all official tours between 
member countries and South Africa. 

Immediately after the Maccabiah, 
the ICC meets to plan a “mini-world 
cricket cup" next year for the 
Conference's 17 associate members. 
Israel is one such member, and 
others include East and West Africa, 
Hongkong, Malaysia, Papua-New 
Guinea, Singapore and Sri Lanka. 

None of these countries would take 
too kindly to the fact that Israel had 
only a week before entertained South 
African cricketers at a high-level 
sports gathering. The Maccabiah is 
one of only half a dozen regional 
games granted official recognition 
by the International Olympic Com- 
mittee. 

The ICA's 10th National League 
competition gets under way early 
next month, with three new clubs 
having applied to join last season’s 
10 participants. 

Both Ashdod and Diznona, already 
represented by several sides In the 
competition, want to add a further 
team each. The third applicant is the 
;old Haifa club, returning to the 
league after a three-year absence 
and in future to be called KIryat 
Bialik.

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The figures show that more 
tourists came to Israel last year than 
ever before, but Yehuda Green- 
baum, president of the Jerusalem 
Hotel Association says that none 
the less the hotels are in a bad way. 

Despite the Increase in visitors 
( and he notes that many of them are 
not bona fide tourists) the national 
average occupancy rate was only 
some 50 per cent. Even In 
Jerusalem, focal point of the nation's 
tourism, five-star hotels only had 49 
per cent occupancy last year. 

‘‘Any hotel owner would sell 
tomorrow If someone offered to 
buy." he said In a recent interview. 
"The hotels may break even, but on 
the average they don’t make 
money.” 

Grecnbaum, who is also the 
manager of the President Hotel in 
Jerusalem, echoed Tourism 
Ministry complaints that the 
ministry does not have enough 
funds. But unlike ministry officials, 
he tends to put at least some of the 
blame on the minister. 

One problem, he says, is the fact 
that an important industry has been 
put In the hands of a small and weak 
party, the Independent Liberals, 
who are unable to fight for it. On the 
other hand, he notes, the Tourism 
Minister has threatened to resign 
over political issues, such as a 
national health plan, but not over 
such tourism-orientated issues as 
the incentive payments to hotels. 

Greenbauxn supports the principle 
of a Tourism Ministry, but he hopes 
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that after the elections it will come 
under the aegis of the ruling party, 
whichever that may be. Better, he 
says, to become part of the 
Commerce and Industry Ministry 
than to remain in the present 
restricted format. 

Of prime importance, he says, is 
the need for greater promotion 
abroad. The time has come for the 
hotels. El At and the ministry to get 
together and plan a vast advertising 
campaign. At present. Tourism 
Ministry representatives abroad 
have next to no money, be says. 

This, he feels, would aid In curing 
one of the chronic problems of the 
tourism industry — the five “dead” 
months, when there are very few 
visitors. The charters have helped to 
cure this to some extent but more 
work is necessary. 

Boosting the slack season would 



also do much to Improve service In 
the hotels. At present, the workers, 
who depend to a large extent on a 
percentage of the sen-ice charge 
must expect a period when they earn 
very little. This pushes the better 
workers out of the trade. 

The failure of the government to 
pay full export incentives payments 
also has Its effect. The hotels must 
cut corners somewhere to make up 
the money. Then such attractions as 
the traditional lavish Israeli 
breakfast will suffer. 

He also cannot understand the 
government's failure to approve a 
cartel of hotel prices. As It is, he 
says, Israel's hotel prices are far 
lower than those of Western Europe. 
Without the cartel, he says, the 
hotels are at the mercy of un- 
scrupulous travel agents during the 
off-season. 

He decries official Intransigence in 
providing entertainment for tourists. 
There is no reason, he says, not to 
have a gambling casino in Eilat. On 
another plane, tourists cannot un- 
derstand why they should have to 
pay a 25 per cent tax on bar miteva 
celebration parties in hotels, even if 
they pay the bill In foreign currency. 
In nightclubs too, taxes constitute up 
to SO per cent of the bill. 

In short, he feels, there must be a 
total revision of official thinking 
regarding tourism. 

"Until they realize that we are just 
as good for the economy as any 
stocking factory," he says, "this un- 
fortunate situation will continue." 


Workers say three managers could 
travel together in one company car

ASHDOD. — Representatives of the 
300 workers of the Rogosln synthetic 
textile plant here have sent a memo 
to the management urging It to stop 
the wasteful use of company cars. 

The workers say that three of the 
company's managers, who each 
drive a company car, arc residents 
of Ashkelon and could commute to 
Ashdod 20km. away in one shared 
vehicle. 

The workers also charge that some 


factory projects are undertaken 
without proper planning and result 
in end-products which are not 
usable. Other complaints are that 
the use of raw materials is not 
properly supervised and that a 
number of managerial positions are 
superfluous. 

The workers held a short warning 
strike last Sunday. They demand 
that their current labour contract be 
opened for re-negotiation . 


Workers to learn 
about management 

The first university-level seminar 
for factory workers and foremen 
opens today at Tel Aviv University. 

The course, with 40 participants, 
will meet every Thursday for a full 
day and offer lectures on economics, 
management and worker participa- 
tion in management. 

There will be several study tours 
during the 200 hours of Instruction. 

Professor Arfye Globerson. head 
of the Work Studies Department at 
the university, will head the course, 
which is sponsored by the university, 
the Histadrut and the Ministry of 
Labour. 


First Jerusalem jewellery fair 
showed sparkle and promise 


"A good start ... well-organized ... 
should help to bring In more buyers 
next year ... compares well with 
other shows in price and quality ...” 
were some of the comments from 
foreign buyers and local manufac- 
turers this week, as Israel's first 
Jewellery and Arts and Crafts trade 
fair neared its end. 

The man responsible tor bringing 
a group of almost 80 buyers and jour- 
nalists from the U.S. (led by Mrs. 
Ruth Fortunoff, of Fortunoff 
Jewgllecy Stores In New York), the 
associate publisher of the ” National 
Jeweller,” Ira Klnsler, put It this 
way: "You have the nucleus of a 
good trade fair here. The merchan- 
dise is interesting; if there is a 
problem. It’s that your manufac- 
turers aren't too sure of their 
prices." 

Clive Caventa, of the jewellery and 
arts and crafts section of the Britiph- 
Israel Chamber of Commerce, had 
tougher words for the industry: 
“Israeli manufacturers must realize 
that sympathy buying is out. They 
must be able to compete. For this, 
they must be helped financially by 
government departments.” 

However, Ya’acov Danai, chair- 
man of the Fair’s organizing com- 
mittee and chairman of the Export 
Institute's Arts and Crafts Centre, 
said that, for a first national 
jewellery show, he was more than 
happy with the results. "We frankly 
expected only about 70 to 80 buyers 
— and some 200 turned up." 

Buyers came from Austria. 
Belgium, Canada, France. Greece, 
Holland, Norway, Germany, 
Sweden, the U.K., the U.S., and from 
as far away as Mexico. Australia, 
Singapore. New Zealand and even 
Thailand. 

And did they buy? Replies from 
manufacturers were mixed. "We've 
done 850,000 worth of business 
already, in two days,” saida jubilant 
Edmund Tobias, owner of Tobias 
Jewellery, who makes Yemenite and 
modem silver jewellery. 

"All the buyers came here on the 
first day — ■ and they were finished 
within a day or two. We should 
organize it like a show* abroad, 
where a constant stream of buyers 
comes In, Instead of bringing them

all .. in on the same day,” was the 
comment of Jacob Levitan, of the 
Jerusalem Export House, which 
sells olive wood carvings and 
mother-of-pearl products. 

"I don't think it's important how 
much is sold this time," said Hanna 
Avrahami, owner, with her husband 
Ran, of Dana, maker of silver and 
gold jewellery. "We shouldn't expect 
too much of the first trade show. The 
buyers are also testing us, this 
time.” 

The buyers themselves were 
enthusiastic about styling, about 
finish, and (in some cases) even 
about price. ‘Trices compare very 
well with the cost of silver jewellery 
■in the U.S.," according to M. Barron 
from Phoenix. Arizona. (He runs an 
Indian Art Gallery chain, and. he 
told me, the Indiana, too, make Stars 
of David, “but your prices are 
cheaper.") 

' One suggestion well worth con- 
sideration by the fair’s organizers — 


the Jerusalem Economic 
Conference, the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry and the 
Arts and Crafts Centre of the Export 
Institute — was made by Bryan 
Newman, owner of Ne'eman 
Jewellery, who make sterling silver 
and gold rings, chains, and pen- 
dants. "Why don’t we expand the 
show to be a Mediterranean 
Jewellery Fair? To include the 
whole area, Cfreece, Turkey, Cyprus, 
too? After all. the International 
Jewellery. Association show In New 
York, and the Frankfurt show aren’t 
restricted to American or German 
firms : all the world comes to show at 
them. If we made it a show for the 
whole Mediterranean, we'd have 
much more to offer buyers." 

What kind of jewellery and craft 
was on show? And who are the 
manufacturers considered big 
enough to cope with large (hopeful- 
ly) export orders? 

Several firms are in kibbutzim; 
firms like Suron, at Kibbutz 
Ma’agan Michael, which is produc- 
ing photo-fabricated jewellery as an 
off-shot of its photo-etching plant 
which makes • precision-thin metal 
parts for industry. Ye red Megiddo 
Jewellery, of Kibbutz Megiddo, 
makes silver rings, bracelets, 
earrings and chains. Almat, another 
kibbufe firm, this time at Ashdot 
Ya'acov, makes embossed anodized 
aluminium jewellery and decorative 
accessories. 

Mas kit showed jewellery mainly in 
silver, from its own workshops. 
Leder Bros, had a big display of gold 
watchbands and chains. Sterling 
silver pendants and rings including 
semi-precious stones, designed by 
Menahem Berman, were shown by 
Av-Dor Jewellery, of Tel Aviv. Sterl- 
ing silver and replicas of articles in 
the Israel Museum were shown by J. 
Bier. 

On the arts and crafts side, there 
were stuffed dolls by Getz and Getz 
of Tel Aviv: mosaic tables, wall 
plaques and vases by EUon ceramic 
wall decorations by Zohar 
Ceramics: band-coloured glass and 
ceramics by Nfv Ltd., copper ar- 
ticles by Avraham Sincha; porcelain 
by Na'axnan, and ceramic ware by 
Lapld.

to fight Arab boycott 


LONDON. — Talks are taking place 
here on the formation of an all-party 
committee of Members of Parlia- 
ment to lead the fight against the 
Arab boycott. 

Jeremy Thorpe, former leader of 
the Liberal Party and now its foreign 
affairs spokesman, has agreed to 
serve as chairman of the committee, 
whose founding members will in- 
clude former Minister Sir Hugh 
Fraser, chairman of the Conser- 
vative Friends of Israel. 

The committee la intended to 
supplement the campaigns against 
the boycottalreadybeingcarrieclout 
by individual MPa and existing pro- 
Israel groups within the parties. 

A five-man Labour Friends of 
Israel delegation which met Trade 
Secretary Edmund Dell last week, 
failed to elicit a pledge that the 
government would begin to take a 
stronger public line against the 
boycott. Dell turned down a plea that 
the government should cease 
assisting the boycott by authen- 
ticating certificates that goods 
bound for the Arab world are not of 
Israeli origin. 

Eric Mo on man, the Labour MP 


who is chairman of the Zionist 
Federation, also had what he termed 
a "disgraceful" reply to a letter 
which he wrote to Dell on the sub- 
ject. asking for a more forthright 
British stance. Moonman said that 
the Anglo-Jewish community must 
.begin to be far more active over the 
boycott than it has been in the past. 

However, another Jewish Labour 
MP. Greville Janner, told the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, that he was 
now more hopeful of securing a 
change in policy through the Foreign 
Office than through the Trade 
Department, especially in the light 
of statements by Dr. David Owen 
only a short time before he became 
the Foreign Secretary. GreviUe 
Janner, a vice-president of the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews, 
said that recent statements by other 
' members of the government on the 
boycott, were also an improvement 
on past statements. 

Gideon Rafael, the retiring Israeli 
ambassador to London, said last 
week that the Arab boycott was the 
one Issue on which he regarded 
Anglo-Israeli relations to be un- 
satisfactory. (JTA) 


U.S. olim want higher exchange rate 
for their Social Security dollars

TEL AVIV. — The Association of 
Americans and Canadians in Israel 
is demanding better exchange rates 
for the dollars which retired 
American olim receive for their 
Social Security benefits now. 

According to American embassy 
estimates, there are some 6,000 U.S. 
Social Security recipients here, who 
collect about $15 m. annually. 

A.A.C.I's senior citizens 
(members over 65) decided to de- 
mand more pounds for their dollars 
when they discovered that people 
receiving German reparation 
payments can redeem part of their 
dollars at Natad rates. (The Natad 
rate now is ILao.60. compared with 
ILD.ISfor regular dollars). "There is 
one rate for the hotel Industry, 
another for exporters and a third for 
someone else," said attorney 
Yitzhak Heimowitz, president of 
A.A.C.I. 

One "senior citizen” said he thinks 
retired Americana should get ex- 


porters rates because they bring 
money into the country without tak- 
ing anything away from the 
economy. "We don't take jobs, our 
children don't go to school here, but 
we are shoppers who spend money." 

Heimowitz had written to the 
Finance Minister on this matter but 
received a negative reply. 

Treasury sources point out that 
only producers of different 
categories get Incentives over and 
above the official exchange rate. 
Investors, for example, get no more 
than the official rate for the money 
they bring in. 

The special rate given to 
recipients of German reparation 
payments is part of an agreement 
with the German government, a 
Ministry spokesman explained. The 
government cannot give American 
olim or any other group a higher ex- 
change rate, he went on, because 
this would start a demand for 
"premiums on dollars" from other 
.sectors. 


What the small claims court is for

NOVA-BERGER 
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The new Washington 


THEJ SMILES, handclasps, backslapping, showering 1 of per- 
sonal praise and national compliments that we have witnessed 
in Washington this week obviously have the Inevitable element 
of theatricality about them. But, having said that, the 
demonstration of public warmth and understanding which 
Premier Rabin encountered at the White House was deeply 
gratifying nevertheless. 

One of the main purposes of his visit was to establish a direct 
rapport with the new Administration — and to that extent the 
visit seems to have been a marked success. 

After years of genuinely felt and sincerely expressed 
friendship on the parts of Presidents Johnson, Nixon and Ford, 
and the close relationship with Secretary of State Kissinger, 
there was some trepidation in Jerusalem at the advent of anew 
and largely unknown Administration. President Carter’s public 
words and actions these past two days will have done much to 
set Israeli minds at ease. They are ground for confidence that 
the ‘‘special relationship*' at the personal level between the 
leaders of the two countries will be quickly built up again. 

Certainly the charges of electioneering levelled at Premier 
Rabin, by the Likud’s Ezer Weizman for example, for going to 
Washington at this time, are crudely unfair. 

Mr. Rabin has perhaps been guilty on occasion of having mix- 
ed politics with statecraft, but this is not such an occasion. It 
would have been inconceivable to allow a procession of Arab 
leaders to present their case in Washington in the weeks ahead 
while the Israeli side was silent. 

More valid and to the point is the observation, voiced by men 
on both aides of the Knesset floor, that the Premier’s hands are 
inevitably tied by the pre-election situation. That Is true con- 
stitutionally: he cannot be said to have the moral authority to 
enter into far-reaching commitments which might be reneged 
upon by his successor on May is. 

It is also true politically : his own Labour Party, still In the un- 
easy aftermath of a power struggle, and acutely conscious of the 
electoral battle ahead, did not empower him to enter into sub- 
stantive discussion — or, In plainer English, to draw maps. 

Labour's recent convention shied away even from deciding in 
■ principle whether it favoured territorial concessions on the 
West Bank as part of an end-of-war accord. The Party 
managers felt that the issue waa potentially too divisive to risk 
thrashing it out on the convention floor. 

In the Cabinet, too, that key question has been assiduously 
avoided, in the almost certain knowledge that it would provoke 
dangerous disputes. 

Neither the cheerful ambience in the White House banqueting 
hall, however, nor the pre-election excitement back home, 
should be allowed to blur the hard realities of the months ahead. 
Premier Rabin Should be convinced now, if he waa not before, of 
the earnestness of Washington’s desire and intent to re-launch 
the Geneva negotiation process and the process of territorial 
compromise as Mr. Carter made clear In his press conference 
yesterday. 

The main immediate obstacle to Geneva is the question of 
Palestinian participation. The U.S. is plainly hoping to induce, 
through the influence of the moderate Arab states, a change in 
the PLO stance, though Israel is adamantly against any 
negotiating role for the terrorist organisation. 

Similarly Israel's deliberate vagueness on the territorial 
question, in" the context of either an overall or an end-of-war 
settlement, could endanger the “strategic coordination" with 
the U.S. which Premier Rabin seeks to foster. If the Carter 
peace initiative does get off the ground, Israel will have to grap- 
ple willy-nilly with these problems. 

In the nature of things Premier Rabin wants to put the elec- 
tions behind him before focusing on the specifics.of the peace 
equation. But the voter will be thinking about these very issues 
before Polling Day and will be looking to Labour, and indeed to 
the other parties, for clear guidance on where they stand. 

If Mr. Carter did not ask Premier Rabin the nine-year-old 
question which Lyndon Johnson asked Levi Eshkol, “What kind 
of Israel do you want, Mr. Prime Minister?” — he apparently 
gave him notice that the question will be posed in the months 
ahead. 


Africans unrewarded 


THE A FRO- ARAB summit conference which closed in Cairo 
yesterday had been expected to serve two main purposes. 

First, it was designed to firm up African support for the Arab 
cause in the Middle Blast. That, in fact, was Anwar Sadat’s un- 
derlying motive in asking for such a summit at the time he 
launched his “diplomatic offensive” last year. Secondly, the 
conference was to assure the Africans that their political back- 
ing would be duly rewarded with some cold cash. 

So far, it has not been. When 29 African nations severed their 
diplomatic relations with Israel following the Yom Kippur War, 
they did so with a fusillade of rhetoric about the denied of Arab 
rights — but actually in return for pledges of massive financial 
aid by the oil-rich Arab states. The stream of eagerly awaited 
petro -dollars, however, turned out to be a shallow rivulet, and in 
a number of cases a wholly dry creek. 

As a result, there have lately been rumblingB of discontent in 
African capitals about the stinginess of the Arabs. Regrets have 
been expressed over the loss, in many cases, of Israel’s modest 
but effective assistance, which the Arabs have hardly even tried 
to match. African leaders have come to realize that the entire 
Arab aid programme did not come near compensating them for 
the drain on their economies caused by skyrocketing oil prices. 

Recent meetings between the Presidents of Senegal and the 
Ivory Coast and the leaders of Israel gave the Arabs some occa- 
sion tor worry. No less disconcerting must have been the open 
griping of Uganda’s Idi Amin, who, though a distinct em- 
barrassment, is nevertheless viewed as an Arab ally and an 
asset. 

The Cairo summit was therefore convened to help still the 
criticisms and to forge a new Afro-Arab unity. 

From the very start, the conference proved to be something 
less than an unqualified success. Africa's leading chiefs of state 
simply did not show up in-the Egyptian capital. Among the 
absentees was Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere, who had 
asked for an Arab pledge of f 2.2b. to black Africa tor a period of 
5 years, but evidently despaired of it in advance. 

Instead of highlighting the essential harmony of interests 
between Arabs and Africans, the conference brought to the fore 
the conflicts among the participants. Egypt’s became verbally 
embroiled with Libya, Ethiopia with Sudan, and Benin with 
Morocco and Gabon. 

In the final communique, as usual, there was a brave attempt 
to paper over the existing differences. An appeal was made for 
closer ties between Arabs and Africans, and a decision was 
recorded for tri-annual meetings between the heads of state. A 
separate announcement revealed that the Arab principalities 

would favour the poor Africans with Sl.fib one billion of which 

was to be contributed by Saudi Arabia alone — over an un- 
specified number of years. 

This Is but a drop in the bucket of African needs. And it is go- 
ing to be portioned out, if at all, by the Arab donors themselves, 
as they please. 

The wisest course for the Africans would be not to expect even 
this little. After all, they cannot claim preferential treatment 
over the Egyptians and the Syrians, who themselves have been 
bitterly complaining of the humiliating pittance they are receiv- 
ing from their Arab brethren. 

Perhaps it is time for the leaders of Africa to declare their in- 
dependence of Arab oil colonialism. At the very least, they 
should free their minds of the illusion that by keeping their dis- 
tance from Israel they will make progress towards their goals of 
development and prosperity.

Give Soldiers Lifts! 



Minister without Portfolio YISRAEL GALILI is 
proud of his role in getting the Labour convention 
to reaffirm the party's now traditional stand on the 
territories; and he resents MK Moshe Dayan's 
suggestion of an erosion in the established doc- 
trine. DAVID LANDAU reports. 


YISRAEL GALZLZ sees himself as 
Defender of the Faith — passionate 
protector of that doctrine of secure 
borders which the iprinstream of 
Labour haa adopted over the years. 
In effect — and certainly in practice 
on the ground — it is the "Alton 
Plan.” But since that very name 
raises hackles in some Labour 
quarters, Galili — though Alton’s ar- 
dent friend and admirer —prefers to 
dispense with the name, in the in- 
terests of the issue. 

Instead,- as chairman of the 
Ministerial Committee on Settle- 
ment, he quietly and doggedly im- 
plements it. And, sublimely secure 
In Ms apparently permanent role of 
resident eminence prise and elder- 
state sm an-still -in-offlc e , he deter- 
minedly shores up the ideological 
and political bulwarks tha^guord the' 
doctrine. 

It was Galili. with his uncanny 
mastery of the language of abstract 
nouns, who shepherded the doctrine 
through its Inchoate semi-official ex- 
pression: Labour's 1969 “Oral Law." 
With deft skill he guided it through 
the subsequent years of diplomatic 
pressures. Cabinet debates, 
Knesset assaults, to enshrine It in the 
September 1973 "Galili Document." 
Incredibly, even the war and its 
black-mooded aftermath made few 
Inroads in what had by now become 
an almost hallowed dogma. Galili 
masterminded the "Fourteen 
Points" in December, 1978, suffering 
only the merest hint of softening to 
nibble at the earlier text. 

Four years, three Interim 
agreements and. a major political 
shake-up later, ' Galili asked the 
Labour Party convention last month 
In effect to re -endorse the creed — 
and the convention dutifully com- 
plied. 

Hie braved the doves in his own ex- 
Ahdud Avoda or in ex-Mapal to 
challenge to submit their well-known 
and consistent objections to the ul- 
timate trial of a convention vote.

“FOR A WHOLE year before the 
convention,” he says. “I baited the 
bears to come out of the forest." 
(For some reason Galili prefers a 
zoological metaphor to the or- 
nithological one in general usage.) 
“But it didn't happen — because 
they knew that out in the clearing the 
smallness and weakness of their 
forces would be exposed for all to 
see.” 

He does not accept the contention 
that such generally articulate and 
unbashful dove/bears as Abba 
Eban, Yitzhak N&von and Yrjsi 
Sarid were quiescent this time bn the 
ideological front because of their in- 


volvement Peres's campaign for 
the leadership. "No," he says, 
"that’s not it. The bears 
said to themselves: Tf Gaiiu wants 
us to come out and fight, he must 
know we’ll do badly: so we had 
better stay put In the forest'..." 

Imagine, then, Galili’s righteous 
wrath and disappoinznent to find 
that, despite his meticulous planning 
and manoeuvring, and hia zealous 
oratory from the podium, the Labour 
convention is widely seen ss having 
marked a softening of the party line 
on borders and settlement policy. 

He blames the press and the pun- 
dits for slapdash interpretation — 
for falling to study the relevant texts 
with sufficient care. But above all he 
blames Moshe Dayan, who, by for- 
cing (and losing) those two dramatic 
votes on the last day of the conven- 
tion, “has put the party's policy plat- 
form in an utterly distorted light.” 

What particularly rankles with 
Galili is that Dayan, as he believes, 
introduced his two reservations out 
of mixed motives: as much to chide 
Perea (tor consorting with the 
doves) as to make an ideological 
point. 


security considerations of the state, 
•in the Jerusalem district, the Jordan 
Valley, the Golan Heights, theRafah 
area and the Sharm e-Sheikh sec- 
tor." 

The other declared, that the 
political efforts to reach permanent 
peace in defensible borders with 
Egypt, Jordan and Syria are to be 
continued with readiness for 
territorial compromise with each of 
them...” 

Dayan proposed the omission of 
the words “the Jerusalem district, 
the Jordan Valley,” in the first 
resolution, and their replacement by 
"the West Bank." 

In the second resolution he 
suggested the removal of the phrase 
"with each of them." 

The vote was 699 to 606. against 
Dayan's first proposal, and a slightly 
larger majority against the second 
one. 

One direct result has been the 
secession from Labour of Mordechal 
Ben-Forat, who this week set up an 
independent faction claiming that 
the Labour convention had endorsed 
“a watered-down All on Flan.” His 
“watering-down” interpretation has 
been widely echoed by political 
observers and columnists. 

Galili denies it fiercely. The 
specific delineation of West Tbmir 
areas of settlement, he recalls, was 
first introduced in the "Galili 
Document," composed before the 
Yom Kippur War. He and Ms fellow 
“activists” saw it then as a major 
step forward. Indeed it was after the 
war, and because of the war's effects 
on the international situation, that it 
had been thought prudent to omit the 
specific delineation in the “Fourteen 
Points” of December 1978. 


THE TWO RESOLUTIONS in ques- 
tion had been delicately moulded by 
Galili and passed unanimously by 
the “political resolutions sub- 
committee” chaired by HaJdbbutz 
Hameuhad chief Danny Rosolio. One 
pledged that settlement would con- 
tinue "... subject to government 
decision, priority being given to the 


FOR DAYAN to claim, as he did, 
that the reintroduotion of the 
delineation now was a sop to the 
doves is a perfect contravention of 
the truth, Galili insists. 

(Dayan’s proposal had “Kad- 
duxnite significance,” he notes, and 
for that reason alone. If for no other, 
it had to be opposed.l 

Dayan's second reservation waa 
even less substantial, says Galili. 
Even if the words “with each of 
them” were omitted the text that 
remained would still provide for 
territorial concessions on the Jorda- 
nian front. Nor did Dayan, In his 
speech to the delegates, flatly rule 
out such concessions. Why, then, did 
he insiBt on a showdown vote? It was 
merely a show of force, Galili 
believes, aimed at impressing Feres 
as much as Rabin. 

Its effect, though, has been 
deleterious to the very cause which 
Dayan himself ostensibly espouses: 
maintaining Labour’s standing as a 
movement which broadly favours 
active 1 settlement across the “green 
line." Dayan’s defeat is being un- 
justifiedly. but Inevitably, held up by 
the Party doves as their victory. 
Whereas without Dayan's last-day 
dramatics the doves, says GaUli, 
would have been convincingly con- 
tained.

LIFE IS AN INALIENABLE BIGHT 


To the Editor of The J eras atom Post 

Sir, — Secularists throughout 
Israel are undoubtedly rejoicing 
over the thrashing of religionists in 
the battle over the abortion bill. 
Many humanists, however, may be 
having sober second thoughts. Per- 
mission to shed human blood, even of 
&not-yet viable individual, or to tear 
off a part of one’s own body, destroys 
a cornerstone of humanistic and 
democratic civilization. 

Civilization aa developed In the 
free countries of the West rests on a 
belief in the sanctity of human life. 
In 200 years there has been no im- 
provement upon Thomas Jefferson’s 
terse summary of that creed as set 
forth in the Declaration of 
Independence by the American 
Colonies. Therein he wrote, ’Life 
(is) an inalienable right ... endowed 
by the Creator." Supporters of the 
right of a woman to abort her poten- 
tial offspring have rested their case 
on the claim of “ownership” by the 
woman of her own body and have in- 
deed argued that the "inalienability 
of life" is a warranty of title by each 
person to his own body and to the 
right of disposition thereof. This is a 
grave error. Life was declared 
“inalienable’’ for the very opposite 
reason. John Locke, Jefferson’s 
mentor in political philosophy, 
stated clearly what Jefferson merely 
hinted: that people cannot assign to 
a government what is not theirs, to 


wit, the disposition of their bodies 
which are the work of the Divine 
Creator which He entrusts to 
mankind as an endowment. 

One need not speculate as to the 
consequences of displacing a belief 
In the sanctity of life by a belief in 
the ownership of one's person. Many 
are already evident in places that 
have adopted liberal abortion, laws. 
Rape is no longer a heinous crime. 
Euthanasia is discussed seriously 
and is in fact practised, sub roan, in 
the same manner that abortions 
were formerly handled. Medical ex- 
perimentation is edging closer to the 
use of viable foetuses and of living 
persons. The legalization of abortion 
must inevitably produce a public 
callousness toward human life that 
will seek compensation in maudlin 
sympathy for animals, wild life and 
trees. 

An abortion may not be murder, 
but it is the shedding of human blood 
concerning which Tora states that 
one who so sheds blood deserves to 
have his blood shed. Ibis was the 
great lesson which the Jewish people 
taught mankind. Should sot every 
believer in the true and sacred quali- 
ty of human life tremble at the 
legalization of the right to destroy it?

THE FUNERAL in Holon's stark, 
treeless cemetery last Sunday was 
reminiscent of the grim ending of a 
Hollywood gangster movie. Tbe few 
men who came to pay their last 
respects to Joe •“Doc” Staaher wore 
dark glasses, dark suits and wide- 
brimmed bats. There was not even 
the necessary minyan of ten males 
until Meir Dor on, an uninvited 
reporter from “Ha’Olam Haze," 
arrived after receiving an 
anonymous tip. 

For Stasher, who died at the age of 
72 after a heart attack in a Munich 
hotel, had been an associate of 
Myer Lansky and like him was 
alleged to have been a well-known 
figure in the American underworld. 
Unlike Lansky, however, Staaher ob- 
tained Israeli citizenship before the 
authorities had any Idea of his 
background. He had been living in 
Israel since the middle ‘sixties, after 
fleeing from charges of tax evasion 
in the United States. 

Although believed to have been a 
millionaire, and to have been 
generous to religious causes here, 
there had been no money in the safe 
in Stasher’s room at the Pal Hotel. 
He had been living on his social 
security cheques, like any other 
retired American citizen coming to 
spend his last days in Israel. It was 
only when a woman friend put up 
ILi.SOO in cash that the stone-mason 
agreed to begin work on a headstone. 

Tbe handful of mourners Included 
Stashcr’s son Stephen, a Los Angeles 
lawyer, his daughter Julie who 
arrived at the last moment, his 
bodyguard.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — It Is with the moat profound 
sadness that friends and lovers of 
Israel read of the revelations of mis- 
feasance and malfeasance by some 
key members of the present Israeli 
Government. That Israel, like all 
modem nations, can experience 
such tragedies as the “Yadlln Af- 
fair” is essentially no surprise. 
Regimes that remain in power, 
without meaningful parliamentary 
opposition, for very long periods of 
time, seem inevitably to decay from 
within. 

Two years ago, while I waa in 
Israel, I waa dismayed to discover 
that there were many 
knowledgeable Israelis who could 
not understand why Americans were

such Israelis was the challenge that 
Nixon had presented to the very 
legitimacy of American political in- 
stitutions. We now see a similar 
challenge being made to tbe political 
Institutions of Israel.

Party, and the intellectual 
leadership of the country will grasp 
the problem courageously and do 
what must be done to restore the 
faith of the Israeli people, and of all 
friends of Israel.

IAI 
went about its sales enterprise 
without prior consultation with the 
U.S. authorities, despite specific 
knowledege that It might thereby be 
raising a hornet’s nest of difficulties. 

As I reported from Washington in 
August of last year, American of- 
ficials were claiming already at that 
time that the proposed deal might 
run into non-transf erral clause of the 
Foreign Sales Military Act. That 
clause forbids the transfer of U.S. 
weapons systems, military parts and 
military technology to a third party 
by their importer from the U.S. 

Although the IAI must have, been
